Kate Rooney nearly didn’t make it to Israel 

this month. 

The 23-year-old was slated to fly there as 
part of a partnership between Northwestern, 
where she is a graduate student studying jour- 
nalism, and the Jerusalem Press Club. But the 
area was so volatile that she and her fellow 
students weren’t sure whether Northwestern 
would give her trip the green light. 

“This program wasn’t actually fully ap- 
proved until the Tuesday before we left, and 
we left the following Monday” she said. “Ev- 
ery time there {was} a cease-fire, we were like, 
‘Well, maybe we’ll go,’ but then it didn’t hold.” 

In light of heightened health and safety 
risks in global hot spots such as Israel, Ukraine 
and West Africa, local colleges must make a 
delicate calculation: whether the benefits of 
offering study abroad programs outweigh the 
risk of sending students to potentially danger- 
ous locations. Students at DePaul, Knox and 
Michigan’s Kalamazoo College recently have 
had their plans for foreign study suspended or 
modified due to safety concerns. 

DePaul canceled its plans for a program in 
Sierra Leone because of the recent outbreak 
in West Africa of the deadly Ebola virus, ac- 
cording to GianMario Besana, associate pro- 
vost for global engagement and online learn- 
ing. A trip to Ghana is still in the works. 

“DePaul will continue monitoring the situ- 
ation and reserves the right to suspend the 
program in the near future,” Besana said. 

Northwestern, which last year suspended 
its Egypt programs indefinitely, does not plan 
to adjust any of the programs it currently of- 
fers in the Middle East. 

“We work very hard to make sure all our 
travelers are weU-informed,” said Julie Anne 
Eriend, director of Northwestern’s Office of 
Global Safety and Security ‘At the same time, 
we do a lot to facilitate travel. It’s not our goal 
to keep people from locations, if at all pos- 
sible.” 

Kalamazoo, about 150 miles from Chicago, 
recently suspended three programs: one in Is- 
rael and one in Kenya due to safety concerns, 
and one in Senegal due to Ebola. 

“We’re hoping to send students again next 
year,” spokesman Jeff Palmer said. “We’ve had 
students in these countries for a long time, 
they’re very immersive, students love them, 
but right now it’s just not safe in those coun- 
tries.” 

Three students from Knox College in 
downstate Galesburg had planned to study in

Guinea this fall. Their program, run by Ohio’s 
Antioch University was diverted to Camer- 
oon after the deadly Ebola virus struck.

Ragan said via email. 

A spokesman for the University of Chicago 
said no foreign programs had been suspended 
there, to his knowledge. Representatives of 
the University of Illinois could not be reached 
for comment. 

Rooney, the Northwestern graduate stu- 
dent, got back from Israel this week. De- 
spite the ongoing violence in the region this 
summer, she said her study-abroad trip was a 
“once-in-a-lifetime experience.” 

And despite hearing artillery fire and seeing 
UN. peacekeepers on the border with Syria, 
she said she didn’t feel less safe there than she 
does in Chicago. 

“You’re a little bit on edge, but in terms of 
everyday safety I feel very safe over here,” she 
said from Israel. “The fact that Northwestern 
approved it gave me a lot of peace of mind.”

UPTOWN’S UNCERTAINTY 


SIGNS OF HOPE AS NEIGHBORHOOD STRUGGLES WITH VIOLENCE

After more than 20 years living on North 
Magnolia Avenue in Uptown, Victoria Mc- 
Ghee had had enough. 

“I felt like every time I hear gunfire, I have 
to run outside and check where my kids are,” 
she said. “I can’t get comfortable sitting on 
the porch.” 

In September 2013, McGhee, 40, and three 
of her four children relocated to South Shore. 
On Monday, her second oldest child, Chris- 
topher McGhee, 22, was shot and killed steps 
from his former home, in the 4500 block of 
North Magnolia Avenue, according to Chi- 
cago police. 

“He was a hardworking young man trying 
to get his life together,” McGhee said of her 
son, who she said was studying for a GED 


and working at a grocery store. “He loved his 
brothers and sisters, he was always there for 
them.” 

Christopher McGhee is survived by two 
sisters, 24 and 18, and a 16 -year-old brother. 
On Tuesday evening, his mother attended 
her youngest son’s high school football game, 
which he dedicated to Christopher. 

“He would be at the game now,” she said of 
Christopher McGhee. “He loved sports. He 
played basketball before work or after work. 
He went to the YMCA all the time. And he 
was just happy It’s hard to describe. Anybody 
that was friends with him says that he was 
walking with a smile.” 

This is not the first time Victoria McGhee 
has faced a family death due to gun violence. 
Two of her brothers were killed in Indianapo- 


lis about 15 years ago, one by a gang member, 
she said— an experience that left her acutely 
aware of the dangers of living in a community 
with gang violence. 

Christopher McGhee had a pending felony 
drug case from winter of this year, according 
Cook County court records. Chicago police 
also said he was a suspected gang member, but 
Victoria McGhee said that is not true. 

“He was not perfect, but he was not a gang 
member,” she said. The shooting underscores 
the neighborhood’s need to address gang vio- 
lence more seriously, Victoria McGhee said. 

“He was meeting his friends who live over 
there,” McGhee said of why her son was in 
Uptown on Monday morning. “He was at the 
wrong place at the wrong time.” 

About II a.m. Monday, a man exited a dark 


vehicle on Magnolia and opened fire— fatally 
shooting McGhee, according to Chicago po- 
lice. Victoria McGhee and her family held a 
vigil for Christopher in Uptown on Wednes- 
day evening, near where he was shot. 

McGhee’s death is the third homicide of 
the year for the lakefront neighborhood. 
Though Uptown is celebrated for its cultural 
attractions and affordable housing, the com- 
munity has struggled to shake its reputation 
as a battleground for rival gangs. Still, some 
community members and public officials are 
hopeful that the North Side neighborhood 
finally is beginning to see the turnaround for 
which longtime residents have been waiting. 

Uptown, sandwiched between Lakeview to 
the south and Edgewater to the north, has a 
history as a swanky entertainment district

with venues, such as the Aragon Ballroom 
and Green Mill Cocktail Lounge, that still 
draw tourists. Close to the lake and the CTA’s 
Red Line, it has a reputation for being more 
affordable than surrounding neighborhoods. 

But long-standing concerns about violence 
that police officials largely say is caused by lo- 
cal gangs— including gang initiations, drive- 
by shootings and less severe “quality of life” 
crimes like public drinking and marijuana 
possession— have brought sporadic attention 
to the neighborhood’s struggles. 

Local crime data from the Chicago Police 
Department suggests that Uptown’s turn- 
around already is underway Though violent 
crime spikes during the summer in Uptown, as 
it does in most Chicago neighborhoods, year- 
over-year crime rates have decreased steadily 
since 2010, according to a Chicago Tribune 
analysis of police data. In July 24 violent 
crimes were reported in Uptown, compared 
with 31 in 2013 and 38 in 2012 —a rate that puts 
Uptown’s safety on par with Lakeview’s. 

Uptown was marred by several shootings 
this summer, including a Racine Avenue drive- 
by shooting that left three wounded, and a 
separate fatal shooting, both in July Uptown 
has had three homicides this year, compared 
with one by this time last year and six by this 
time in 2007. The beginning of a new school 
year brings with it the possibility of gang ini- 
tiations, according to police officials, and not 
everyone says they feel safe. 

Sean Battle, 38, is another longtime Up- 
town resident who, after nine years of living 
a stone’s throw from Clarendon Park, started 
looking for a safer place to raise his family 

Battle was attracted to what he calls the 
“rough around the edges” neighborhood for 
its affordability and proximity to the park and 
the lakefront. But once his daughter was born 
in 2012, the occasional sound of what he pre-

pens in your neighborhood, it makes you feel 
unsafe,” he said.

He attributed the decrease in crime, par- 
ticularly in hot spots like the corner of Sheri- 
dan and Lawrence avenues and the corner of 
Sheridan and Wilson avenues, to joint efforts 
by the 19th and 20th police districts and local 
neighborhood organizations. 

The neighborhood’s checkered reputation 
hasn’t necessarily slowed down the real estate 


market, with median and average home prices 
rising in recent years at the same pace as the 
overall Chicago market, according to Chris 
Chesne, a North Side real estate agent. 

“I even got a listing under contract one- 
and-a-half blocks away from the shooting at 
Wilson and Sheridan, two days after it hap- 
pened,” he said. The buyer “was very aware of 
what was going on.” 

He said the median home price in Uptown 
has jumped from around $191,000 in January 
2013 to $236,900 in August of this year. Ac- 
cording to data provided by the apartment 
listing website apartments.com, the aver- 
age rental cost of a one bedroom apartment 
in Uptown and the neighboring community 
Andersonville has risen from $934 a month in 
2010 to just more than $1,000 in 2013. 

“It’s a very attractive area for some people,” 
Chesne said. “There’s a lot of draws to Up- 
town because it is less expensive. There’s a lot 
to do. There’s the Target on Wilson. It’s close 
to the lake. Blocks of Uptown are part of the 
National Register of Historic Places.” 

The neighborhood’s strongest selling 
points— diversity culture and location— 
should prevail over worries about violence, 
said D’Angelo Boyland, 27, a tenant organizer 
who has lived in Uptown for most of his life. 

“I know a lot of people who travel where 
they want to. They don’t have a fear of vio- 
lence,” he said. “The fear that’s been ex- 
pressed to you is something that isn’t true for 
the community as a whole.” 

Victoria McGhee said she hopes her son’s 
death will spur local police to “crack down” on 
neighborhood gangs. 

“They’ve got to know where these guns are 
coming from,” she said. “Somebody is supply- 
ing these guns and that’s where {police} need 
to start.”

Millicent Owuor gave 
birth to twins in southwest Kenya on the 
day Obama defeated Mitt Romney and won 
re-election in 2012. She named one twin Barack 
and the other Mitt. 

The highest peak in Antigua. Formerly known 
as Boggy Peak, the Caribbean height is now 
Mount Obama. 

D a street in Dar es Saiaam, Tanzania. 

Formerly Ocean Road, it’s now Barack 
Obama Drive. 

More than a dozen schools around the U.S., 
and an elementary school in St. Paul, Minn., is 
named after both Barack and Michelle Obama.

NBA stars fight Chicago 
violence with basketball 
game at local church

It all started with a walk through the hood. 

Father Michael Pfleger, head of St. Sabina 
Parish on the South Side, and Isiah Thomas, 
a West Side native and NBA legend, teU the 
same story in slightly different ways. 

However, both agree that after a late-night 
march through the city streets and talking to 
people affected by drugs and gang violence on 
a daily basis, something needed to be done. 
That’s how the Peace Tournament came to be. 

On Saturday St. Sabina will play host to the 
third annual event that pits members of rival 
gang factions from different areas of Chicago 
against one another in friendly yet highly 
competitive games of basketball. Although 
many of the players may be at odds with 
one another on the street, inside the Ark of 
St. Sabina gymnasium the environment is just 


as the name of the tournament suggests. 

“It’s hard to have a beef with somebody 
that you know,” Pfleger said. “Since we’ve held 
this tournament there have 
been no incidents. There has 
been no violence. We want to 
let these brothers know that 
we care about them and their 
ability to succeed in this world. 

Basketball is just the hook.” 

“When we held the first 
tournament, the kids had to 
be bused in separately because 
we wanted to avoid any inci- 
dents caused by them crossing 
the boundary lines signify- 
ing someone else’s territory” 

Thomas said. “Now, some of 
these same guys carpool to the 
games together. It’s a result of 
being in a positive environ- 
ment and building relation- 
ships with people that you 


wouldn’t have a chance to otherwise.” 

Adding to the gravity of the Peace Tourna- 
ment is the involvement of Bulls superstar 
Joakim Noah. The two-time 
All-Star is heavily involved 
with the event and is also ac- 
tive in the community and the 
city that serves as his adopted 
hometown. His support adds 
to the credibility of the event 
and attracts other NBA play- 
ers. Guys like Taj Gibson, Will 
Bynum, Jabari Parker, Bobby 
Simmons and Englewood na- 
tive Derrick Rose have all 
come out and lent their time, 
voices and support. 

“Star power works when 
it comes to getting people’s 
attention and sending a mes- 
sage,” Pfleger said. “When 
we first put the plans for the 
tournament in motion, Joa- 


kim reached out to us. Here’s a kid who is the 
son of a famous tennis player and even though 
he was raised in New York City, he said he re- 
ally didn’t understand the complexities of the 
gang problem in Chicago. But he offered to 
help and he’s been really committed. 

“Joakim has given guys tickets to Bulls 
games and met with some of them afterwards 
and took them back to the locker room. 
There was also a documentary filmed on the 
tournament and Joakim spoke about it during 
the All-Star Game. His direct involvement 
has been as impactful as anyone’s.” 

“When NBA players show up and spend 
time with these kids, their impact is tremen- 
dous,” Thomas said. ‘Anytime these guys can 
actually see the people they watch on TV in 
person and be able to talk to them and touch 
them, it creates unforgettable moments in 
their lives. It also gives them a sense of hope 
that these guys actually care about the things 
going on around them and they want to help.”

he got there. He’s delivered to a contained 
world of young men who fear the maze that 
confines them and the robotic alien bug thin- 
gies (called Grievers) that dwell within. When 
one resident tells Thomas, “Welcome to the 
glade,” I expected him to add, “bitch.” (There 
are a few times when the movie vaguely 
resembles “The Shawshank Redemption” 
translated to “The O.C.”) 

The only major question is what’s up with 
this maze, and first-time feature director Wes 
Ball, adapting James Dashner’s book, parcels 
out few tempting morsels. What in its first 
moments recalls the awfiil Canadian sci-fi 
flick “Cube” quickly switches to aspects of 
“The Hunger Games: Catching Fire” with 
some “Ender’s Game” thrown in. As the first 
and only girl delivered to the group, English 
actress Kaya Scodelario is too focused on 
maintaining an American accent to make 
Teresa into anything. Will Poulter is better as 
Gaily who blames Thomas for the mayhem 
that ensues after his arrival. 

It’s nice that “The Maze Runner” isn’t 
humorless. It has a laugh or two and a little 
excitement despite average-looking monsters 
and the maze itself being pretty dull. Too bad 
the characters remember so little, as memo- 
ries of “Labyrinth” might help turn “accept- 
ably blah” into “actually fun.” 


Two activities in “The 
Maze Runner”— 
fighting to stay in a 
circle and considering 
climbing a very tall 
wall— reminded me 
of ‘American Gladia- 
tors,” which made me 
think of ‘American 
Ninja Warrior,” which 
makes me wonder 
how long it will be 
until that show is 
turned into a movie. 
Hollywood is starved 
for ideas, and these YA adaptations can’t last 
forever. Can they? They can’t. Please. 

Until then we have “The Maze Runner,” 
the year’s 5 biUionth movie of its kind that’s 
guaranteed to be neither the best nor the 
worst movie you’ve ever seen. Resist urges to 
call this tale of a youth society struggling to 
survive “Bored of the Flies.” I wasn’t bored. 
Or engaged. Like too many big-screen treat- 
ments of best-selling dystopian novels, you 
half-watch it while thinking about when fall 
TV comes back and what to eat for dinner. 
When the big secret’s revealed, you don’t 
gasp and drool until the sequel arrives. You 
say, “Oh, OK,” unsurprised and uninspired. 
Side note: Are people still saying “meh”? 

That’s not Dylan O’Brien’s (“Teen Wolf”) 
fault. He’s solid in his first starring role as the 
courageous Thomas, who wakes in a moving 
metal box with no idea of who he is or how

Any successes arise from Bateman’s deft 
hand at both comedy and nuanced feeling. 
Driver’s charisma and, in a too-small role as 
Phillip’s girlfriend, Connie Britton proving 
she should get starring parts too. Something 
happens with their characters that doesn’t 
with the others. You care. 

Still, the movie feels rehearsed when it 
should move. Its messiness is too orga- 
nized. It’s only sort of about if or how to 
separate; “This is Where I Leave You” 
mostly is a vague title, implying meaning 
without delivering it. That’s something you 
can’t say about “The Royal Tenenbaums” or 
‘Arrested Development.”

Surprisingly pointy 


You easily could take 
the premise of “Tusk” 
as a joke. Over the 
closing credits we 
hear writer/director 
Kevin Smith laughing 
about the idea on 
his podcast, where 
it originated. Tet— and you may think I’m 
taking a sometimes-funny and always-bizarre 
thriller about a man being turned into a 
walrus too seriously — the intense, disturb- 
ing movie isn’t a “Human Centipede”-esque 
stunt. With his second consecutive thriller 
(“Red State”), Smith comments on a society 
he thinks no longer reacts, other than by 
pointing, laughing and not thinking. He’s 
challenging us to prove him wrong. 

Wallace (Justin Long) is the kind of a-hole 
Smith’s addressing. For a hit podcast with 
his pal Teddy (Haley Joel Osment), Wallace 
interviews unusual folks, without sympathy 
His latest target is “The Kill Bill Kid,” an 
unfortunate young man who becomes a viral 
video sensation after accidentally cutting 
off part of a leg with a sword. When Wallace 
arrives in Canada, he learns the guy’s killed 
himself, which Wallace sees only as a major 
inconvenience to himself He needs a new 
hook for next week’s show Above a urinal, he 
spots a letter, handwritten in cursive, offering 
to share stories of adventure at sea. The Web 
host doesn’t think it’s too good to be true; his

thoughts more frequently focus on saluting 
his own success and cheating on his girlfriend 
(Genesis Rodriguez). 

Obviously Wallace learns too late that 
Howard Howe (a very creepy Michael 
Parks), who wrote the letter, shouldn’t be 
trusted. Yet this guy isn’t explicitly pun- 
ishing a specific person for taking life for 
granted— a good thing, since the world 
really, really doesn’t need another “Saw” 
Howard’s simply a traumatized, mentally 
ill person who thinks humankind has long 
been plagued by the question: “Is man 
indeed a walrus at heart?” 

Smith muddies his tone with a Quebec 
detective (I’d rather not say who plays him) 
and loses Wallace’s perspective as the movie 
turns into a race to rescue its main character. 
There are a few needless fart- and poop-re- 
lated jokes, of course. Yet the still-developing 
filmmaker’s restraint here isn’t just evident 
in declining to use the Beatles’ “I Am the 
Walrus.” Without scolding, he eerily dares 
viewers to step outside mocking indifference 
and question human cruelty with a movie 
that’s flawed but refreshingly strange. It will 
make most other horror movie victims say 
they got off easy

Thanks to a combination of long nights out 
covering music— and the need for relief the 
next day after overindulging during those 
long nights— I’ve come to know my way 
around a good breakfast sandwich. In my 
opinion, Chicago suffers from a dearth of 
standouts, either making a poor attempt at a 
NewTbrk deli-style egg sandwich on a bagel 
or serving up some kind of overpriced, hoity- 
toity situation with arugula and aioli. All I 
want in this world is a good option to soak up 
the remnants of booze in my stomach. Is that 
too much to ask? 

The folks behind The Eastman Egg Com- 
pany apparently heard my prayers, and last 
week, they opened their first brick-and-mor- 
tar location, an offshoot of the food truck 
that launched last summer. I made my way to 
the Loop storefront to see if they could solve 
my morning hunger pangs once and for all. 

The lineup: On my opening-day visit, East- 
man featured seven sandwiches ($6-$9 each). 


including one slider-size option ($4.50), an 
egg with Cheddar and salsa verde on ciab- 
atta bread called The Rookie. The menu is 
rounded out with coffee from Sparrow Cof- 
fee Roasters, teas and juices. Eor those look- 
ing for something lighter (who are you, by 
the way?) there are also two yogurt parfaits 
($5) available. Since it’s scientifically 
impossible to conquer a Level 4 
hangover with a yogurt parfait, I 
chose to ignore them. Instead, 

I ordered four sandwiches 
and brought them back to the 
office to divide the spoils with 
my co-workers, because I’m a 
nice guy that’s why 

The breads: Eor those who might 
scoff at the lack of traditional breakfast sand 
wich breads or bagels on the menu, general 
manager Drew Davis said that the choice of 
carbs (which come from La Earine Bakery in 
Logan Square) is deliberate. “We wanted to 
push the boundaries of what people consid- 



ered a egg sandwich.” he said. That means 
airy ciabatta-style buns and— clutch your 
pearls and hold on tight— pretzel rolls. “Why 
not?” Davis said. I’m applauding the bravado; 
the ciabatta rolls have a great chew and soft- 
ness and are perfect for the heartily topped 
sandwiches. 

The fillings: All four sandwiches I 
tried featured scrambled eggs 
that were on point— dense 
enough, but not hard to chew. 
The bacon on The Doc sand- 
wich (which also featured egg 
and white cheddar, $7) was 
thick and smoky without being 
tough. When it came to The 
Crown (egg, chorizo patty avocado, 
salsa verde and Egmont, a cheddar-like 
cheese, $9) and The Captain (egg, pork 
sausage and pepper jack cheese, $6), both 
the chorizo patty and the sausage patty were 
devoid of spice. I’m not asking for Ass in the 
Tub-level heat, but a little bit would have 


given the sandwich a much-needed flavor 
boost. Luckily I keep hot sauce in my desk. 
My favorite (and the overall winner among 
my co-workers) was the vegetarian-friendly 
Eairfax made with egg, Egmont cheese, bell 
pepper, spinach and Green Goddess sauce 
($6). That sauce— which Davis said is Greek 
yogurt mixed with a puree of basil, cilantro, 
mint, extra-virgin olive oil and salt— had us 
raving and really tied the entire sandwich 
together. Add to that the fluffy egg, the 
crunch of the peppers and the slight bitter- 
ness of the sauteed spinach and you’ve got 
a meat-free option that’s as decadent as any 
pork-packed sandwich out there. 

The bottom line: Eastman definitely made a 
good first impression. Here’s hoping that it 
will be a leader in the next wave of breakfast 
sandwich spots in Chicago. I’ll definitely be 
back.
